Fruit oblate conical, yellow ground marbled with carmine on the 
sunny side; flesh firm, crisp, acid; quality good. A great keeper, lasting in perfection till June.

Bismarck Apple—Introduced from New Zea- 
land. ‘‘ Very large, remarkably hand- 
some and showy; flesh yellow, tender, 
juicy; quality good; extremely hardy 
and prolific and bears early.

Dougall, Canada, said to be a cross 
between Madeleine and Doyenne d’Ete. 
““Medium size, pyriform; borne in 
clusters of three to six; skin yellowish 
green striped with red; handsome; flesh 
juicy, vinous, excellent; tree a strong 
grower.’’ A handsome and good early 
pear, recommended by Mr. Carman of 
the Rural New-Yorker, who has fruited 
it. Top-worked trees. 75 cts. 


Koonce Pear — Originated in Illinois. 
‘“Medium to large, very handsome 
spicy, juicy, sweet, very good. Season 
very early. Tree vigorous, free from 
blight, and a better grower than 
Kieffer.’’

Lady Clapp Pear—A seedling raised by the 
late Lemuel Clapp. A large, very 
handsome pear. Clean, smooth skin, 
beautiful yellow when ripe; flesh very 
juicy, melting, vinous; quality first rate. 
Ripens from middle to end of Septem- 
ber, following the Bartlett, and a good 
sort to succeed that variety on account 
of its size and fine color, which are the 
same as Bartlett. A splendid pear and 
a decided acquisition to the list of varie- 
ties ripening at that season.

Madame Hemminway Pear—A handsome and showy new American pear, skin entirely covered with a dull 
russet, flesh meiting, moderately juicy and flavor good, rather sweet. A promising variety.

Dorset Pear—Another seedling raised by the late Lemuel Clapp. It is a very handsome and showy 
late-keeping pear Large, golden yellow ground, with bright red on sunny side; flesh juicy, 
melting, sweet, of good quality. Keeps and ships well and is a valuable late pear. Ripe in 
February, but keeps in perfection till May. Tree a vigorous grower. 75 cts. 


Fred Baudry Pear—A large, handsome, fine-flavored late winter pear. Size, medium to large; oblong 
pyriform, color yellow, with occasional blotches of russet; flesh yellow, tender, buttery, juicy, 
slightly gritty at core, solid and no evidence of rot; quality very good to best, a distinct flavor. 
Ripe a little after Josephine of Malines. A valuable late winter pear. 75 cts. 

Olivier des Serres Pear—A valuable late-keeping winter pear, ripening about the same time as the 
Josephine of Malines, and perhaps keeping longer, say till first of March.

READ WHAT IS SAID OF IT. 


HANDSOME SPECIMENS OF PEARS. 


The editor of this journal was the pleased recipient, early in December, of a basket of beautiful 
Anjou pears from Ellwanger & Barry of this city. They were all splendid specimens, showing the 
effects of good cultivation and care in gathering, keeping, and ripening. There ought to be a demand 
for a great quantity of such fruit in the winter season, but practically the market is bare of it. Even 
of the late fall pears, what a poor figure they cut in the market. The growers gather them and offer 
them for sale while yet hard and of a green color, and in this form they appear at the grocers, often 
standing about for many days, or even some weeks, wilting, withering, and perhaps in some cases 
taking on a pale yellow cast, spotted dark in bruised places. And at the fruit-stands where the fruits 
are sold singly, and where one would expect to get something choice, the condition of this fruit is no 
better. The fact is, neither growers nor dealers take proper care of the fruit. Either they do not know 
how to do so, or think there is no profit in such care. The fruit-grower who will raise fine late autumn 
and winter pears and handle them properly, keeping them in well constructed fruit rooms until colored 
and ready for use, will find a demand for them at handsome prices. The specimens noted above were 
each one wrapped in a piece of manila paper, by which means they could be packed and carried with- 
out bruising. When will our fruit-growers send fine pears to market inthis manner? The Anjou 
pear is a particularly valuable one as a long-keeping variety. When properly kept it can be had in 
fine condition for use from late autumn to mid-winter. For years Ellwanger & Barry have madea 
splendid display of Anjou pears, the last week in January, at the annual meeting of the Western 
New York Horticultural Society.—Vick’s Magazine.

There are few lovers of pears that, after they have eaten their first well grown, well ripened 
Anjou, do not ask its name with a view to buying more for immediate use, or planting Anjou trees in 
their own gardens or orchards. If a vote among all the judges of pears in the country were taken as 
to which is the best variety of its season, we think that the Anjou would be elected by an over- 
whelming majority.
